It i« gratifying to notice the increasing i 


terest upon the subject of Agriculture which 
is now manifesting itself throughout (he 
country, aud particularly in this vicinity.— 
The old proverb that 


" He who by the plow would thrive 
,; 


Must cither hc!J himself or drive," 


which was once understood to mean, that 


BUCCWS in agricultural pursuits depended 
wholly upon the " sweat of the brow," is 
now daily becoming more intelligently ap- 
preciated, and our farmers are discovering 
that more head-work is needed; more study 
of the chemical properties of 
soils—the 


adaptation of particular fertilizers to partis 
ular Boils—the draining of lands, improve- 
ment in the breeds of stock, and the new 
inventions for economising and accelerating 
labor. These are now becoming primary 
considerations, and as they exert a greater 
and greater influence upon society they will 
elevate the standard of agricultural pursuits, 
until the eulture.of the soil will be right- 
fully regarded as one of the most legitimate 
and important sciences of the age, and the 
old "sine qua non" of plowing and driving 
will be lexicographed into its more modern 
and appropriate meaning,'?", e. main strength 
and stupidness. 


Labor is honorable in every pursuit of life, 


and it is far from our purpose to detract any- 
thing from its importance j but the idea, 
that manual labor alone should be the chiei 
requisite for successful farming, is what we 
wish to repudiate and correct. 


We suggest then to our farmers, employ 


vour evenings and leisure time in reading 
works upon agriculture—examine state ag- 
ricultural reports, particularly those of the 
State of New York, which can be readily 
procured without cost. Study the charac- 
ter of your soil; experiment with different 
kinds of manure, andkeep a daily record of 
your observations for future reference; at- 
tend the " Fairs," contribute towards theii' 
interest, and improve the breed of yous 
stock—it costs no more to feed good stock 
than it does poor ;Jand above alLimprove no 
more land than you can manure and eulti. 
vate well. This is a great stumbling blocll 
in the way of most of tlie farmers on this Is' 
land, notwithstanding they have the unmis« 
takeable evidence co nstantly before themj 
that those who exert the same skill and dili 
gence in the improvement of small farms ail 
others do on great obtain, the lest remuner- 
ation for their labor, and are subject to infli 
nitely less care, anxiety and risk. 


The subject of drainage has thus far re> 


ceived but little attention from Rhode Is; 
land farmers, much less than its importance 
merits. Thousands of acres of land are now1 


lying 
comparatively 
worthless 
which 


an economical system of tile or stone drain' 
age would render the most valuable. 
Wil 


speak of low marshy lands, but the remarl; 
is also pertinent to other soils. la the Statu 
of New York tile drainage is successfully 
applied to almost every character of soil, 
and we have little doubt that when the ex- 
periment is fairly tested here the great won- 
der of our farmers mil be that so importanl 
a discovery in the science of agricultural 
should have been so long deferred.

larly; for they are the " bone and sinew" ci' 
the land upon whose honest labor and skilt 
the tradesman,politicians and gentleman an 
entirely dependent for daily sustenancii 
and without whom, society could not exist.

LOCAL NEWS. 
Touro Park. 


MB. EDITOE:—The following; Memoran- 


dum of Totiro Park has been kindly fur. 
nished by Hon. William C. Cozzcns, Mayor 
of the city, during the year 1854, the year 
' of its purchase. 
It will be interesting to 


'read the manner ofits becoming a public 
park.

Newport, May 5th, 18S7. 
"This memorandum is to show to future 


ages, why, and how this ancient relic (the 
Stone built Mill) and its spacious Lot of 
two and a half acres—in the centre of our 
city, has been purchased and paid for—from 
whom—and by whose generous liberal- 
ity,— 


'My the Will of the late highly esteemed 


Judah Touro, a native of this city, but for 
half a century a citizen of New Orleans in 
the State of Louisiana "A bequest of $10,- 
000 was made to the City of Newport State 
of 11.1., on condition that the said sum 
should be expended in the purchase and im- 
provement of the Property in said city 
known as the Old Stone Mill Lot, to be 
kept as a Public Park or promenade 
ground." 


On receiving official notice of this bequest 


on the 27th June, 1854,1 called the atten- 
tion of the City Council to its generous pro- 
visions, making a request that a Committee 
be appointed to ascertain on what terms 
said Lot could be purchased—and also to 
procure such suDscriptions towards accom- 
plishing the object as thev thought best,— 
The Council in Convention voted that a 
Committee as recommended be appointed, 
and the Mayor was requested to nominate 
said Committee—whereupon Thomas H. 
Hunter, Esq., from the Board of Aldermen, 
Marshall C. Slocum, Esq., of the Common 
Council, and Qeo. H. Calvert, Wm. S. Wet- 
more and Edward King, Esquires, from the 
citizens at large were named, and the Con- 
vention elected th'em and added the Mayor 
to their number. 


This Committee being duly organized by 


the Mayor as Chairman, and M. C. Slo- 
cum, Esq. as Secr'y—appointed Sub-Com- 
mittees to ascertain the price of the Lot who 
reported that it would require at least $15,- 
000 to make the purchase, whereupon it 
was resolved that the Committee should 
take immediate steps to raise the additional 
required amount—by calling on owners of 
Property in the immediate vicinity, presum- 
ed to be benefitted thereby, and also all 
such others as they could find disposed to 
contribute to so desirable an object. 


On the oth Sept. 1851, in a communica- 


tion delivered in Convention I made a re- 
port on behalf of the Committee—stating 
that the sum of §5350 had been subscribed 
in addition to Mr. Touro's bequest,making a 
total of $15,330, and that the terms and 
conditions had been agreed upon with the 
Proprietors. 


It was then voted that the Committee on 


City Property be authorized to collect the 
subscriptions and do whatever may be ne- 
cessary to secure the Stone Mill Lot as a 
public Park. 


On the llth Jan. 18551 called a Special 


Session of the City Council and made fur- 
ther reports upon the subject, stating that 
the Executors of Judah Touro were ready 
to pay over the Legacy of $10,000 on re- 
ceipt of proper resolutions and vouchers.— 
Whereupon the necessary votes were pass- 
ed, authorizing the Mayor to make and exe- 
cute the necessary papers, and. further de- 
claring that the said Stone Mill, Lot is and 
shall be in due form, declared by the City 
Council of Newport—a Public Park, forever, 
to be known and called the Touro Park. 


April 10,1855, I addressed to tha City 


Council a communication stating that the 
deed of purchase had been satisfactorily set- 
tled, and that the City were in possession of 
the same—Special and particular mention of 
all these circumstances may be found.' on the 
records of the City Government for 1854-5, 
and more particularly in the printed pam- 
phlet of City Documents for the municipal 
year of 1854-5, which contains also the lists 
of Subscribers." 


DARING ROBBEHY.—Some presumptu- 


ous rascal, having no fear of the law, aud 
not dreading the power of Mayor Swin- 
burne, or the sleepless vigilance of the inde- 
fatigable and unrelenting City Marshal 
Seatle, with malice aforethought, felon- 
iously broke and entered the hen-house of 
Mayor Swinburne, on Sunday night last,, 
and stole nearly all of his valuable hens; 
some of these hens were of foreign origin, 
which the Mayor purchased before he be- 
came an active Know Nothing,—and it is 
even said that some of them were imported 
from the Coast of Africa about the time of 
the last Presidential election.

GENERAL NEWS. 


THEBUEDELL MuKDER TuiAL.-The fol- 


lowing sketch of the opening plea in this 
case yesterday, by District Attorney Hall, 
we copy from the New York Evening Post: 


"May it please the Court and gentlemen 


of the jury, the duties assigned to me by 
the prosecution is that of preparing, in the 
legal way, your minds to receive the evi- 
dence which the prosecution under the rules 
of law will offer in support of the indict- 
ment upon which this defendant at the bar 
is arraigned. The prosecution propose to 
prove by testimony, which it deems form a 
chain of progression consisting of small links, 
which together constitutes a perfect chain 
of mental 
conviction. We propose to 


S 


ove that one of your late citizens, Dr. 
arvey Burdell, whose dying moments 


were the dying 
moments of the first 


month of the year, near 12 o'clock on that 
night, ceased to be your fellow-citizen. 
We 


propose to prove that this gentleman was 
murdered with malace aforethought; that 
he was murdered in his own house, sur- 
rounded by the sanctity of his own home ; 
that the deed was premeditated ; that all the 
circumstances show that it was a deed 
which bears upon its very impress the marks 
of dreadful hate and revenge for some in- 
jury unatoncd for; that by the circum- 
stances attending the murder, some one in 
that house, who knew all about its internal 
arrangements, did the deed,- that there is a 
total excluison of every other person in the 
world from connection with it; that among 
the inmates of that house was one who, 
more than any other person in the world, 
had the motive to accomplish that deed ; 
that that person was a woman, and thai 
that woman was this defendant. 


Clustering around all the circumstances is 


an overwhelming conviction that that deed 
was done by a woman, It was planned and 
executed in a different way from that which 
would have been pursued had a man of the 
world contemplated such a crime. It was 
laid and executed with an ignorance of 
human nature peculiar to woman, and in a 
manner that a woman, only would have 
done it. 


I will confine your attention to two classes 


of facts in connection with this case. First, 
with respect to the persons ; and secondly, 
to that part relating to the circumstances. 
Who are the persons ? A citizen against 
whom no reproach had been heard—a citi- 
zen who was said to have enemies, but so far 
as the prosecution has investigated this alle- 
gation they have been unable to discover 
any enemy, that could be called an enemy, 
except this woman. It needs no feeble words 
of mine to portray or represent your feelings, 
as fellow citizens, when on the morning 
following the tragedy you read in the daily 
papers the details, as there given ,• how you 
felt a thrill of horror at the bloody recital, 
and at night, when you closed the windows 
and door on retiring, you seemed to be fol- 
lowed and encompassed by the shadow of 
the destroyer—death! 


But he is 
dead ! The cold world of 


charity may say, let his memory be forgot- 
ten, and she who was his deadly enemy in 
life lives j and as yesterday upon that stand, 
you took your oaths required for your se- 
lection as jur.irs, she challenged you 
through her counsel, to-day there she sits a 
veiled picture of sorrow, as the world 
would say, and challenges you as jurors by 
the sympathy which belongs to a woman, 
but not to a murderess, and day after day 
will she so continue to be the object of sym- 
pathy, and ingenuity and eloquence will 
come to her aid, and the thought will be 
constantly urged upon you, Remember that 
you arc trying a woman. We appreciate 
the difficulties under which we labor, but in 
the discarge of pur duty we shall not minco 
our words. Crime has no sex, and you arc 
not here to judge a woman, but a crime.— 
It is a* wonder that these holy associations 


thould cluster around the nume of a woman, 
and force themselves into the jury box in * 
case of this kind, when we remember thej 
mothers of our boyhood, the Meters of our 
households, the wives of our bosoms, and the 
children who are to form the next genera- 
tion. 
When we look upon the innocent girlhood, 
wo cannot but exclaim ; Can it be possi- 
ble that those so tender and gentle can live 
to commit crime- to become the midnight 
assassin ? But when we open the book of 
history, we arc forced to admit that such 
can be the case. In the early days of the 
Roman empire, Fulvia drove her chariot 
over the dead body of her father i and in 
the time of Imperial Rome, Messalina'« 
name became as infamous as that of Jezabcl 
of ecclesiastical history. Also bear in mind 
lhat bloody-thirsty woman who caused 
Cicero, when dead, to be brought before her 
that she might show her S])ite and revenge 
by spiting upon his now inanimate head, 
and even then not satisfied, must run her 
bodkin through liis tongue, in the excess of 
her rage and hatred. 
And the same dra- 


matist, who speaks to you of the glories of 
William Tell, decsnbes how Agnes, the 
Queen of Hungary bathed her feet in the 
blood of sixty-three knights, and exclaimed: 
"It seems as if I were wading in May dew." 
These all exhibit the same revengeful spirit 
as she who committed this foul crime. I 
deem it my duty to call up from ihe ar- 
chives of history these references, to abjure 
you upon your oaths to look impartially 
upon the circumstances narrated to you, and 
lay aside all sympathies which the mere 
ivoman would be likely to call forth. 


Since she knew him, she pursued liim 


with this same revengeful hate until the 
knife ofthis woman-fiend found a resting 
!n the heart of her victim. Deem not then 
that I am wasting your time; but I ask that 
before we enter the temple of Justice, you 
should heed these remarks, and ponder 
upon the examples I have cited. She had 
known him tlirce years, and she said she 
was the mother of a child who never saw 
the light. She was his mistress, though she 
claimed to be his wife, and I will show by the 
testimony about to be adduced that she de-- 
serves no sympathy and uo respect. 


She was jealous of him; she haunted him 


and haunted him ; she beset him in Ins pri- 
vate ofllce and in public. The very domes- 
tics who will go upon the stand will take 
the roof of the house and let you look right 
down upon the depth of moral degradation 
which clustered around this woman. When 
we start with a woman, in the same house 
with her daughters, prostituting herself, it is 
not to be supposed that she will stop at 
committing a crime ofthis magnitude. 


The police who have been called in from 


time to time by Dr. Burdell to quell distur- 
bances there will be called—the officer who 
came there in September and saw this wo-. 
man strike him. 'Ihose who came in later and 
heard her assert that she was his wifc-and 
morally, perhaps, she was, and morally, per- 
haps, she is. 
There was litigation between 


them; ahe sued him for breach of promise and 
seduction. 
Those suits were commenced 


m October last. To papers, that no man 
untrammelled would sign, he was compell- 
ed to place his name—papers that no, 
one but an enemy would have presented 
him to sign. 


And there came to the house the man 


who sits before you—he became upon one 
story the counterpart of him who had been 
the former paramour on the story below.—• 
She did love him—this man Eckel. She 
who had daughters candidates for marriage 
fastened her greedy, lustful oyos -upon him. 
Of him I have nothing to say now; he will 
be taken care of hereafter. 
She was guilty 


of,tho grossest infidelity. 


Dr. Burdell had made up his mind to let 


that house to another person, and she had 
heard of it the day before the murder. When 
the woman who had taken the house visited 
it to see the rooms, and had gone, Mrs. 
Cunningham comes down stairs and asks the 
sen-ants, " Is Dr. Burdell going to let this 
house to her ?" They replied yes. Then 
the man of the world would not have given 
the answer she returned.-. It was as fol- 
lows : " By to-morrow night he shall be a 
corpse," or " he may be a corpse;" and to 
the boy who swept out his room she said, 
Dr. Burdell was a very passionate man and 
might not live another day. 


She asks, that morning, the lodger who 


occupied a room up stairs what hour he 
would return, and on the evening in ques- 
tion sends the only servant in the house to 
bed. Her own family she can easily dis- 
pose of. Why, gentlemen, in the whole 
annals of crime we can find no murder 
where the arrangements were made with 
greater care than the present. 


Mr. Hall continued in this style for over 


an hour, giving the facts which he expected 
to prove, many of which were brought for- 
ward at the previous examination. 
He 


charged that the grief which she had exhib- 
ited was feigned, and simply for dramatic 
effect, and labored to produce this impress- 
ion upon the minds of the jury. 


Mrs. Cunningham ou the Eve of Trial. 


Since Mrs. Cunningham's imprisonment 


in the Toombs a great number of persons 
have called upon her daily. 
From 9 a. m.

but she was engaged with her counsel, and 
the interview was very brief. 
Her appear- 


ance and manner were very cheerful, and 
she expressed lively satisfaction that the 
time for the trial was near at hand, and 
seemed to entertain no doubts of her ac- 
quittal. She said she had born the severe 
affliction, inseparable from 
her position, 


with such firmness and faith as she was 
sure she would not have felt had she not 
been sustained with a consciousness ofiuno- 
cence.
